Governor Palin Makes Appotntments 

to Renewable Energy, Gasllne Oevelopment Boards 

August 4, 2008, Fairbanks, Alaska - Governor Saran Palin today named Jodi M. Mitchell, James 
: M. Posey, Brad Reeve and Chris Rose to a renewable energy advisory committee; appointed 
! Natural Resources Commissloner Tom Irwin to a renewable energy task force; and reappointed 
: Scott Heyworth and Dan Sullivan to the Alaska Natural Gas Development Authorlty (ANGDA). 

"Alaska has huge supplies of both renewable and non-renewable energy," said Governor Sarah 
Palin. w With the Legislature's recent approval of the Alaska Gasline Inducement Act, ANGDA 
must continue its work to make Alaska natural gas available to Alaskans. 

"Bu t while continuing to utilize our fossil fuels, we must also work to develop wlnd, solar, 
hydroelectric, geothermal or other local sources of energy for Alaskans. 1 am pleased my 
adminlstration and the Legislature are worklng closely together in this exciting effort to bring 
new, sustafnable energy to Alaska." 

The task force, advisory council and a renewable energy grant fund were created by House Bill 
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152, a wide-ranging bill aimed at identifylng and devetoping renewable energy resources in 
Alaska, especially in area s of the state w h e re Alaska n s face excessively h [g h energy costs. The 
bfll was sponsored by House Speaker John Harris, co-sponsored by 38 other lawmakers, and 
signed Into law by the governor on May 30. 

The bill creates a fund, to be administered by the Alaska Energy Authority (AEA), which will 
award grants to fund feasibility studies and other groundwork to support development of 
alternatlve and renewable energy. The bill calls on the Legislature to appropriate $250 million 
over five years, and the first $50 million was appropriated this year. 

The renewable energy task force Is charged with meetlng at least four tim es to assess the state's 
future renewable energy needs and issue a report making recommendations on how to meet 
those needs. The task force includes six legislators appointed by the presiding officers of the 
House and Senate, and one member appointed by the governor. 

Irwln, the governor's appolntment to the renewable energy task force, brings five years' of 
experlence as leader of the state department responsible for inventorying, protectlng, managing 
and developing Alaska 's resources, including sources of both renewable and non-renewable 
energy. Before enterlng public service, Irwln had a successful career as manager of gotd mlning 
operations in Interior Alaska and Nevada. Irwln has also served as vice president of government 
relatlons for Golden Valley Electrical Association. 

Legislative members of the task force, appointed by the Senate president and speaker of the 
House of Representatives, are: Sens. Joe Thomas of Falrbanks, Charlie Huggins of Wasilla, and 
Bert Stedman of Srtka, and Reps. Bryce Edgemon of Dilllngham, Anna Falrclough of Eagle Rlver, 
and Bill Thomas of Halnes. 

The renewable advlsory commlttee is responsible for worklng with AEA Executive Director Steve 
Haagenson to establlsh criteria for evaluating applications for grants from the renewable energy 
fund. It will also evaluate grant applications from utilities, local governments and housing 
authorltles for feasibility studies or for actual construction projects, and recommend which grants 
the Legislature should fund. 

The advisory committee Includes representatives from small rural and large urban electrlc 
utilities, Alaska Native organizations involved in renewable energy, the Denali Commisslon, plus 
two members of the state Legislature. Legislative leaders have appointed Sen. Lyman Hoffman 
of BetheJ and Rep. Bill Thomas of Haines. 

The governor's appointments to the renewable energy advisory committee reflect a broad range 
of experience and innovatlon in providing energy to Alaskans: 

Mitchell, of Juneau, became chief executive officer of the Inside Passage Electric Cooperative in 
Auke Bay In January. She had previously served as the cooperative's chief financial officer from 
1999-2008, and as Its controller from 1993-96. She was a senior accountant for Sealaska 
Corporation from 1988-93, and currently sits on the corporation's board of dlrectors. She is vice 
president of the Kwaan Electric Transmission Intertie Cooperative, Inc., and a member of the 
Institute of Certifled Management Accountants. Mitchell earned a bachelor's degree In business 
administratlon from the University of Oregon-Eugene in 1988, and became a Certifled 
Management Accountant in 1996. She was appointed to a seat reserved for a representative of 
an Alaska Native organization. 

Posey, of Anchorage, has been general manager of Municipal Light and Power, Anchorage's 
public electric utility, since 2003. He has also served the municipality as director of cultural and 
recreation services from 2000-03, and as bullding safety manager 1996-97. Posey served on the 
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Alaska Publfc Utilities Commisslon from 1997-99. He had worked for ARCO in Alaska from 1979- 
95 in positions includlng government relations consultant, manager of federal government 
relations, resource issues manager, and in various landsman positions. An attorney, he also 
worked from 1977-79 for WorldWide Energy Corporation, a worldwide oil and gas exploratlon and 
development firm. He served in the U.S. Air Force from 1966-70. Posey earned a bachelor's 
degree from Wlchlta State University in 1972, and a law degree form Universlty of Kansas, 
La w re n ce in 1975. He was appointed to a seat reserved for a representative of a large urban 
electric utility. 

Reeve, of Kotzebue, has been general manager of the Kotzebue Electric Association Inc., since 
1988 and was general manager of Kotzebue Broadcastlng Inc. from 1980-87. He has been a 
leader in using federal grants to explore and document the beneflclal use of alternate energy 
generation in cold climates, includlng demonstrating of the first utility-grade wind turbine in 
Alaska. He has also used grants to develop ways to make ice from diesel generator waste heat, 
improve fuel efficiency and power distribution, and improve utility workforce training. Reeve is 
president of the Alaska Power Association, a dlrector of a non-profit utility wind energy research 
group and an Alaska electric utility training council, a memberof a Northwest Arctic Borough 
economic development group, and a m ember of the Denali Commlssion's energy pollcy 
commlttee. He has won severat awards for pioneering the use of wind energy in cold climates 
from natlonal utility and wind energy associations. Reeve earned a bachelor's degree In business 
admfnistration from Kennedy Western University in Cheyenne, Wyoming. He was appointed to a 
seat representing a small rural electric utility. 

Rose, of Palmer, is founder and, since 2003, executive director of the Renewable Energy Alaska 
Project, a coalition of urban and rural Alaska Utilities, businesses, conservation and consumer 
groups, and Alaska Natives Interested In using education, collaboration and advocacy to develop 
renewable energy resources [n Alaska. He worked as a prlvate mediator since 1995, had a solo 
law practlce from 1991-2004, and worked as a non- profit public interest canvasser from 1983- 
88. He has been a director of Trustees for Alaska, Alaska 2020, and the Alpine Hlstorical Society 
in Sutton, and a member of the Matanuska-Susltna Borough Planning Commisslon. Rose earned 
a bachelor's degree in politJcal science from the University of Iowa in 1983, and a law degree 
from the University of Oregon, Eugene In 1990. He was appointed to a seat for a business or 
organization involved in renewable energy, 

Alaska Natural Gas Development Authorlty 

Governor Palln reappointed Scott Heyworth and Dan Sullivan to the Alaska Natural Gas 
Development Authorlty (ANGDA). 

The seven-member authorlty was created as a state-owned public corporatlon by voter inltlative 
in 2002 to support development of a natural gas pipeline from Prudhoe Bay to Prlnce Willfam 
Sound, as well as a spur line to Southcentral Alaska. As the prospects have grown stronger for 
an overland main line carrylng gas from the North Slope to Lower 48 markets, the authority has 
shifted its focus towards preparlng the way for a spur ffne to brlng gas from a main line at Delta 
Junction into Southcentral Alaska. 

Heyworth, of Anchorage, was the moving force behlnd the 2002 bal lot proposltion. He has 
served on the authority board since 2003, and is currently Its actfng chalrman. He has been a 
strong advocate for natural gas development in the state. Heyworth works as a longshoreman at 
the Port of Anchorage, and has served on a number of community service board s, includlng the 
Anchorage Port Commisslon, Ship Creek Citizens Task Force, Anchorage 2000, and Easter Seals. 

Sullivan, of Anchorage, a government relations and business development consultant has 
extensive experience In the llquefied natural gas (LNG) industry in Alaska, havlng worked 1986- 
96 as the government relations contractor for Marathon Oil Co. and Phillips Petroleum, co-owners 
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of the Nlkiski facility where Cook Inlet natural gas is lfquefied for export to Asia. He was first 
appointed to the authority board in 2003, and reappointed in 2005- He Is also co-owner of an 
Anchorage restaurant and pub, and has been elected three times to the Anchorage Municipal 
Assembly, serving as chairman from 2006-07. Sullivan earned a bachelor's degree in politlcal 
science from the UnJversity of Oregon in 1975. 
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
